On^the bsBis of this contract it is 
possible for the Marketing Co.,. to make 
ft more profitable to the farmer to be- 
long to the organization than to stay on 
the outside. - i

Itov. John Sherman iiad a right to 
make his "reasonable request," If prac- 
ticing what one prenchos gives' that 
right. Ilia "three score and ten" were 
busy years. He was bora at Dedhain. 
Esses:, England, and before he was 
twenty-one ho was an A. U. and A. M. 
of Trinity college. Camhrldge, a min- 
ister of the Church of England and a 
Puritan on his way across the Atlantic 
to the Ma.ssachusotts Bay colony. 
There was no church for lilni, since 
the only three In existence — Boston, 
Hnleni and "Water town— had einclent 
nilalsters. So he was one of the "orig- 
inal plnntcrs" of Wethersdeld, Conn.. 
and a "watcher," IGIM-IO. Then he 
was one of the founders of Mllford, 
New Ilnven plantation. Ne.xt he was 
a miiglstnite ropreseatlng Jlllford In 
the New Haven colony and also 
charged with the duty of dividing land. 
Meanwiille he preached wherever op- 
portunity orTored. 

In 1017 he became the minister of 
the Watertown church. There he 
preached till his death In lOSTt. Church 
and state were pretty much the same 
thing la those days, so the vlllnge af- 
fairs kept him a busy man. He found 
tlino, however, to publish for many 
years an nimanac, for which he made 
all the astronomical cnlculntlons and 
wrote the text, lie was also the lirst 
fellow aad overseer of Harvard uni- 
versity. Incidentally lie also found time 
to inarr>- twice. Cotton Mather In his 
"Magnalla Chrlstl Americana," says be 
had 20 children; this Is a misstate- 
ment, but lie did Imve 10. Ills epi- 
taph In Latin on the tombstone In East 
Waltfrani, Mass., thus sums up his 
life: 

"Sacred to the memory of John 
Sherman, a lunii distinguished for pi- 
ety, character and truth; a profound 
theologhin; as a preacher a veritable 
Chrysostom ; imsurpassed In his knowl- 
edge of the liberal arts, particularly 
mathematics; a faithful pastor of the 
Church of . Watertown In New Eng- 
land ; an overseer and fellow <if Har- 
vard college. 'After n life of faith- 
ful service to Christ In the church 
for upwards of -IG years la the full- 
ness of time he passed away and 
received from Christ the palm of vic- 
tory, In t)ie seventy-second year of his 
age, August 8, A. D. 1085." 



Let us hope that the "reasonable 
request" that this early Puritan put 
to himself was to hhn "eternally piVof- 
Itable." In any event, he stands forth 
as a (lao sample of a sturdy American 
pioneer family that has given four 
hnmortals to the nation— linger Sher- 
aian, one of the framers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence; General W. 
T, Sherman ; Secretary of State John 
Sherman; Vice President James S. 
S her num. 

Certainly liis request Is one that 
Is always reasonable. And It Is one 
that was never more reasonahle than 
now. The year 1022 Is a year when 
every good American should endeavor 
"duly to prize and dlligontly to Im- 
prove time." It Is a year with a chal- 
lenge, it Is a year with a promise. 

Though In folly and In bllndnesa 
And In sorrow atlll we grope, 

Yet In man's Increasing klndneoa 
Lies tha world's stupcndoua hope. 

And It Is a reasonable request to ev- 
ery red-blooded, thinking, patriotic 
American. Such a man knows that 
nobody can stand still; that he has 
eltlier to progress or fall buck. The 
progressive man accepts responsibili- 
ties as the measure of his capabili- 
ties. He never shirks them, for lie rec- 
ognizes In them the price he must pay 
for advancement. 

Competition Is going to be keen this 
year. The dollar Is going to be hard 
to get. Men who have been getting 
twice what they were before and have 
had lots of money to spend are going 
to fuel .the pinch, it looks as If ev- 
erybody who works for a living will 
have to work a little haraor. It nmy 
he that life will .seem hard. But what 
of It? Life has always been hard— 
perhaps It was meant to be. Anyway, 
It is something that has got to be lived 
and mastered. It's the business of men 
"to greet tlie unseen with a cheer" and 
"to advance on chaos and the dark." 

Of course all of us cannot have a 
hand In the big things that -must be 
done In meeting the challenge of 1022. 
But If all of us do the little things we 
may, 1U22 will indeed be the "Happy 
New Yeai'" of our greetings.

If it Is n poor law; It should 
be changed. But until It is changed, 
It should bo obeyed— whether It re- 
lates to tho shooting of game birds or 
to tho use of liquor or to tlie speed 
of automobiles or to murder -or to 
anarchy. Many people who would 
hotly resent tho charge that they are 
anarchists take delight hi evading the 
laws and In making sport of the laws. 

Every thinking nuin must realize 
that this Twentieth century clvllb-a- 
atlon Is too complex to be sane, safe 
and sober. Aledlcal pliliosophors are 
unaalnious In declaring that we Amer- 
icans live too hard and too fast; that 
our rapid ways are harmful both to 
the Individual and to the race; that 
we should slow up. Wojire, to use the 
homely old phrase,. burning tho candle 
at both ends. Men try to succeed In 
business, to rule In politics, to he so- 
cial leaders — all at the sauio time. 
To crowd dissimilar things together 
has become a national characteristic! 
Our avocations are often us wearing 
as our vocations; we play oven harder 
than we W'ork. Thus to crowd two 
or more lives Into one Is to borrow 
of nature. She" Is a hard creditor and 
she always exacts payment. 

One cannot, of course. Indict a whole 
people. There are still millions of 
sane, safe and sober people In Ameri- 
ca. But u society that' deniamls or 
even countenances such recklessness 
Is In need of rofonnatloni It would 
b6 Interesting — and startling — to know 
how many men and women put them- 
solves In an early grave by going the 
puce that kills. 

"Of all sounds of all bells, most 
solemn and toucldng Is tho pcal which 
rings ouftlie old year.' I never hear It 
without a gathering up of my mind to 
a concentration 'of all. ttic' Images that 
have been diffused "■ river tlie past 
twelve-month; nil I have done or suf- 
fered, performed or neglected, in that 
regretted time. I begin to know Its 
worth us when u person dies. It takes 
a personal color; nor was It a poetical 
lllght in a contemporary poet when he 
exclaimed : 'I saw the skirts of tho 
departing year.' • ' 

"Every llrst of January that we ar- 
rive nt, Is un Inaiglhary lallestonc on 
the turnpike track of human life; at 
once u resting place for thought and 
meditation, and a starting place for 
fresh exertion In tho performance of 
our .Journey. The man who does not 
at least propose to himself to bo bet- 
ter this year than ho was last, must 
be either very good or very bad Indeed. 
And only to' propose to ho hotter Is 
something; If nothing else, It is an 
acknowledgment of bur need to be so, 
which is the first step towards amend- 
ment. But, in fact, to propose to one- 
self to do well Is In spmo sort to dt» 
well, positively ;'for tliere Is no such 
thing as a stationary point In human 
endeavors; he who Is not .worse today 
than ho was yesterday, Is'better; and 
he who Is not better, is worse." 

So wrote Charles Lamb. Therefore 
let us make New Vear resolutions 
"duly to prize and diligently to Im- 
prove time for the blessed end it was 
given for."— even If wo break them.

Idaho Senator Se«ke to Have tho Sea 

Bions of the Foreign Relations 

Committee Made Publlo— 

ForecABt of Lineup. 

Washington, Dec. 28.— Danger of 
the foiir-power PacUlc treaty being 
tied up Indefinltelj;, re-wrltten or, hav- 
ing reservations attached to It In the 
senate foreign relations committee Is 
engaging the atteutlon of ItopuWlcan 
leaders here. 

A coiubmatlon of "Irreconcllables" 
and Wilson senators -would take con- 
trol out of , the hands of Seuator 
Lodge, the committee chairman. 

Senator 'Borah, leader of tho "Ir- 
rcconcllables," Is one of tho most ac- 
tive committee members. He and 
Senator Lodge will meet face to face 
across tho committee table and 
Borah says he will question Lodge 
closely, not only with regard to the 
four-power pact, but regarding every- 
thing that has transpired at tho secrel 
sessions. 

It Is understood that Borah will also 
seek to iinvo the sessions of tlie for- 
eign relations committee made public 
when it is considering the four-pmver 
and other treaties negotiated at the 
armament conference. 

When the Versailles trcoty was be- 
fore the committee, it held ri series of 
open sessions at Which Secretary of 
State Lansing and other American 
delegates at Versailles revealed much 
that had taken place at secret ses- 
sions. 

It Is recalled that the . full for- 
eign relations committee visited the 
White Ilouse to interrogate President 
Wilson regarding the Versailles pact 
and that what took place h'etwcen^liliu 
and tho committee members was 'sub- 
sequently made public. 

Secretary Hughes Is understood to 
have expressed a willingness to ap- 
pear before the connnltlce when 11 
takes up tho decisions of tlie confer- 
ence and It is also e^^pected that Pres- 
ident Harding will receive the commit- 
tee nt the White House after the four- 
power and other conference treaties 
are Ruhmltted tq the senate and for- 
mally referred to the committee. 

Tlie lineup In the coniialttee Is ex- 
pected to foreshadow the lineup in th« 
senate on tlie decision of the confer- 
ence. 

There are 10 niombcrs of<the com- 
mittee through whose hands all ol 
the treaties mustnmss hefiire they ^an 
bo ratltlcd by the senate. It Is re- 
called tluit the Versailles troat.x 
emerged from the committee In a foriu 
much altered from that In which Mr. 
Wilson fiubmllfed It to the senate. 

The Itepubilcan mendiers nuinhci 
elpiit besides Lodge and Borah — Mc- 
Cuniber, North Dakota; Biandcgee, 
Connecticut; Johnson, California; 
New, Indiana; Moses, New Ilatiip- 
shtre; KelJogg, Minnesota; McCor- 
nilck, Illinois, and Wudsworth, New 
York.* - 

The six Dcmocrntlc members are: 
Hitchcock, Nebraska; Williams. Mis- 
sissippi; Swanson, Virginia; Poiner- 
ene, Ohio; Pittman, Nevada, and 
Shields, Tennessee. . 

Shields hUH said he will vote 
against tho four-power treaty. He 
was an "Irreconcilable" In the League 
of Nullon.s light, lining up with 
Borah. Johnson, Moss and McCor- 
mlck. 

McCuniber and Kellogg nre "mild 
reservatlonlsts." All of the Democratic 
committee membera are noncommit- 
tal regarding the new treaty except 
Shields.

Fifty Million 
Needed to Enforce 
Prohibition 

Fiftv million dollars— count 'em— is 
needed to make a success of prohibi- 
tion enforcem*?nt. ■ 

This pat declaration comes from Pro- 
hibition CommiBsioner Haynes, who 
Bees danEere ahead for the ^Istead 
act. He will tell Conpress, he says, 
that it muBt come to the rescue, if the 
law is to be upheld and respect for it 
secured— by compulsion If necessary. 

Commisaioner Haynes* estimate of 
the sum needed for running expenses 
of the treasury's prohibition unit now is 
before Budgpt Director Dawea for ap- 
proval. It covers needs of liquor law 
enforcement for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1923. 

"1 absolutely need $2,500,000 more 
from ConKrePB next year than was al- 
lowed in the current fiscal year," said 
Haynes "That -means an appropria- 
tion of SlO.OOO»000. But that isn't enoueh, 
I oapht to have $50,000,000 to tackle 
this job riKht."

All Perishable Food Material Should Be Kept Clean, Covered and Cool. 



(Prepared by the Unltefl Slater Department 
of Agriculture.) 

*'A woman can throw riut with a tea- 
spoon what a man brings In with n 
dhovel.*' Food that spoils after it is 
broiipht Into the home kitchen usually 
Is a needless waste. A good deal of 
food spoilage could be prevented by 
proper care, the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has found. Spoil- 
age Is due to the presence of bacteria, 
which multiply rapidly In moderately 
warm temperatures and In dampness. 
Perishables should be bought In small 
dally amounts only. V « 

Wrap in Fresh Paper, 

When meat and poxiltry are brought 
In the house, exchange the wrapring 
paper for. clean parchment, and place 
on a clean plate In the refrigerator 
or cold storeroom. Fish should not be 
stor.ed In the Icebor, as It Imparts Its 
flavor to other foods, particularly to 
milk and butter. It Is better to'buy 
Just enough fish for a meal and have 
no leftovers to dispose of. 

Pitchers and bottles for mllk.should 
be scalded before the milk Is put In. 
Milk should always be covered and 
kept In-- the coolest part of the refrig- 
erator, at a temperuture of DO degrees 
F or lower. If possible. 

Soiled eggs spoil quickly. .Insist on 
petting clean eggs, and keep them cool. 
Do not wash an egg until just before 
using; water removes a coating on the 
shell which lilndcrs microorganisms 
from getting Into the contents. 

Fats and oils are best stored In the 
dark. Butter absorbs flavors and 
should be well covered, A stone crock 
with a Ud serves well. 

Fresh vegetables and fruits should 
be kept clean, well ventilated, nnd, If 
possible, at a temperature between CO 
degrees and 40 degrees F. Decayeil 
ones should be frequently sorted out 
Very often the "decayed portion may 
be cut.awny ond the rest of the fruit 
or vegetable used at once. Wilted leaf 
vegetables sometimes may be fresh- 
ened by soaking in water just before 
using. All vegetables nnd fruits, espe- 
cially those to be eaten raw, should 
be thoroughly washed In running wn- 
ter before they are used. Tlie loss of 
flavor and texture is s-ery slight and 



1b made up for by the removal of bac' 
teria nnd possible spray residue. DO' 
caying fruits and vegetables always at- 
tract flies. . ' 

Moist cooked foods made with milk, 
eggs, meots, or flsh, are excellent 
breeding pieces for harmful microor- 
ganisms, Including many which cause 
poisoning. Chilled left overs should 
be used as soon as possible. Left overs 
of meot pie, dishes made with cream 
sauce, soft custard, boiled dressing, 
nnd dressing made with cream must be 
carefully kept nnd handled and 
promptly used. They often cause seri- 
ous poisoning before they taste or 
smell spoiled. Boiled rice, hominy, and 
other cereals also spoil quickly.

The bread box should be scald- 
ed obce a week ; wiped dry, aiid 
sunned. 

Crackers and cookies lose their crlsp- 
ness by absorbing moisture from the 
air. Tliey should be kept in alr-tlglit 
boxes, wrapped lu parchment or paraf- 
lln paper, If possible. ' 

All dry groceries must be kept dry 
and clean and In Insect-proof contnln- 
ei-s. ^ Cereals and flavors sliould be 
bought In small quantities In the sum- 
mer, as they tend to develop weevils 
t\*en when well cored for. Corn meal 
from which Uie "germ" has not been 
removed turns rancid with keeping. 
Air tight containers are necessary for 
tea, colTee, si)Ices, nnd baking pow- 
der. Ground roasted coffee loses flavor 
rapidly. Do not lay In a large stock 
of coffee unless It can be roasted and 
ground at home. The fut In chocohit^ 
may turn rancid, so keep It cool and 
dark.

Canned goods should be stored In a 
dark, cool place to prevent fading. Ex- 
amine vegetables within a fortnight 
after canning to detect spoilage. A lit- 
tle mold on the top of jelly or rich 
preserves is not dangerous, but canned 
vegetables which look, smell, or taste 
nt all spoiled should ntiver be eaten.
